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Louisiana ‘Trades with the World

SH Louisiana, basking astride the Mis- 

sisippi Delta, faces south on the Gulf 

af of Mexico. Set thus on a great world 
trade route, she was born to barter, 

On a map the Mississippi River system 
looks like a tree, whose roots fan out to form 
its marshy Delta, Big limbs are the Missouri, 
Ohio, Arkuntas, Red, and other tributaries, 
Cities as Tar apart as Pittsburgh, © , and 
New Orleans haul freight on the floorl, 

Linked with the Intracoastal Waterway 
(which ties Texas to Florida), this net gives 
Luutsians access tu nearly 15,000 miles of 
navigable inland and coastal waterways! 

What with railways and truck lines, these 
rivers and canals make paths for men and 
foods: moving between the rich, factory-dotted 
Midwest and globe-girdling sea lanes that run 
in and out of the busy Gulf, 

There's nothing new about thie trade route. 
It's just busier. Coonskin-capped Kentucki- 
ans sent fatboats loaded with four, live pigs, 
and cattle down the Ohio and Mississippi a5 
early as L782, 

Pioneer St. Louis traders floated furs, veni- 
son harms, and lead for bullets down to New 
Orleans, swapping them for weapons, axes, 
wild-animal traps, and drugs, even periumery, 
silks, anc musical instruments. 

Later the first locomotives used on Midwest 
tails came from the Atlantic coast, through 
the Gulf and up the Mississippi. 

City That Care Forgot 

‘Today New Orleans is one of our bustest 
ports. It's not exactly a seaport, for it stands 
110 miles wp the Mississippi from the Gull, 
(See map supplement to this issue.) But 
ootan-going craft easily reach i, and many 


go on to Baton Kouge, farther upstream. 

To the Deep South New Orleans is a cen- 
ter of wealth, culture, and social leadership. 
To bnats of travelers it is the “city that care 
forgot,” Mecca for honeymooners and pleasure 
seckers. 

Most Louisiana visitors mush straight for 
New Orleans. They're eager to see Mardi 
Gras, taste French food, prowl noisy night 
spots, autsmart Roval Street antique dealers, 
or swap blithe banter with Creole maids who 
sell perfumes and pralines and play accordions 
in Bourbon Street cafes. 

“America’s most interesting city,” That's 
what many insist. When I dined in the old 
French (Quarter at the “Court of the Two 
Sisters” and heatd Louisiana historian James 
J..A. Fortier recount its melodramatic past, 4 
too felt its romantic, drebion Nigéts-like spell. 

On the Back Roads and Bayous 

But that's another story, that saga of New 
Orleans and its adventurous annals of pirates, 
smugglers, duels, quadroon halls, steamboat 
races, and gentlemen gamblers.* What I came 
to write is the modern story of sprawling, 
changing Lowisiana Itself, a State that has seen 
pioneer barter huilt up into a sea-borne com- 
merce that now covers the earth, 

Slow and easygoing these friendly people 
seem—ait first. A sign on the Western Union 
door at Leesville said, “Gone to coffee, Back 
in 30 minutes.” All over the State everybody 
knocks off for mid-morning coffee. At the 
merest hint they'll drop their tools and go 
fishing, But don't let that easy gait fool you.

We drove south from Shreveport through 
Mansfield and Many, then east to Kisate 
National Forest, We saw men planting young 
trees, am] cameraman Roberts took a picture 
of a fire fighter in action (Plate XT), 

From here south to Kurthwood, on the road 
to Leesville, lie infinite leagues of empty land 
dotted with old stumps. Yet, despite ruthless 
cutting, shiploads of lumber still leave ae 
State, to meet shiploads of foreign mah 
coming in—all a part of the net that holds 
uur Overseas trade together. Wood in all its 
forms helps the march of civilization, 

Today 52 percent of the State is still forest 
area: 720 industries depend on trees for 
raw prelucts. Originally there was an esti- 
mated 197 billion feet of standing timber, 
equal to one 12-by-1-inch board more than 37 
million miles long! 

Pioneers found more than 100 kinds of 
hardwood growing here. Soon after the Civil 
War, Baltimore and Philadelphia sent here 
for schooner loads of pine. Sawmills by the 
hundreds rose as railwavs spread, Southern 
pine built towns all over America and domi- 
nated the lumber markets of the world. 

"Yet," declares Assistant Forester J. H. 
Kitchens, Jr.. “our woodlands today are net 
worked at potential capacity. We have about 
1,500,000 barren acres that need replanting. 
Fires hurtful and so are bad cutting practices, 

“But we see timber as our one replaceable 
natural resource. With the help of aerial fire 
patrols, radio-controlled fire crews, and all our 
replanting, we now grow more trees than we 
cut.” 

Ruts Reeall “Battle of Louisiana” 

Through stump-strewn hills on the roail to 
Leesville you cross a network of ruts, deep 
and lasting as those oll Santa Fe Trail rots 
across the plains of Kansas. These were worn 
by tanks and cannon when some 350,000 
troops muineuvered here in World War 1. 

“When the Army built Camp Polk here al 
Leesville,” said one farmer, “we sure learned 
a lot about other kinds of Americans, Yankee 
soldiers married our gals: they shot all my 
frogs and they killed my goldfish when they 
washed their soapy socks In my pond. But 1 
guess that’s war.” 

Now Leesville is back to normal, with some 
3,300 population, talking politics, listening to 
courthouse comedy, or going hunting, 

“T brushed off a "gouse yesterday,” said ex- 
sheriff Tom Bullock.

Down to the Gulf Ga Laden Ships 


Southward stretches busy Caleasieu River 
and Pass Deep Water Channel, reaching. the 
Gulf 345 miles away. Roding down the Chan- 
nel, we saw tankers sting to sea with ofl 
products from Lake Charles, 

There was a lumber ship loaded with 
Lowisiana longleaf timbers for the Nether- 
lands, one with Minneapolis flour for Brazil, 
one with Louisiana and Texas rice jor Puerto 
Rico, and yet wncther with California and 
Arkansas rice for Manila—a ship that had 
hrought in erade rubber, hemp, and copra. 

Cameron town stands near the Gulf end of 
the Channel, in a vast coastal plain of cow 
ranches broken by muskrat swamps. It's so 
peaceful that its tail has been used as a corn- 
crib! 

One coun hunter baited his trap with a dead 
bird and canght a buzzard that had been 
banded years before on Avery Island. 

We talked with a water-front grocer whose 
tiny store is packed to the ceiling with canned 
moos, 

“T sell maybe $100,000 worth a year to the 
fishing boats,” be said. “Though they're 
knee-deep in shrimp, oysters, and fresh Osh, 
these sailors dote on canned salmon!” 

Twilizht fell as we tured back upstream. 
“Look quick, there in the water!” exclaimed

‘Since 1647, when Governor Herkeley 
started it in Virginia, our rice culture has had

a vivid history,” says Homer L, Brinkley, 
general manager of the American Rice 
Growers Cooperative Association. 

“South Carolina in its early days supported 
what was perhaps our first agrarian aristoc- 
racy. Civil War, hurricunes, and competition 
from other regiins wiped that out. Now 
ours is the leading rice State; we also help 
feed a hungry world, Shiploads go to Ttaly, 
Puccio Rico, even the Philippines (a rice- 
growing country). Louisiane rice is-one of 
Cuba's largest food imports.” 

Here in southwest Louisiana we saw the 
most cath, though the State still imports 
40 percent of its meat products. 

Stock raising once got a setback from tick 
fever. To banish ticks, Louisiana built a 
fence along much of the Texas border and 
passed a Inw. that said dip everything with 
hair on its back. They couldn't catch all the 
wih! horses to dip them, so they shot a lot 

Many men argued that ticks may serve 3

Free of ‘Tick Fever, Herds Multiply 

By 1936 the State got free of tick fever; 
since then herds have doubled. Hereforeds 
nredominate, but there's also friendly rivalry 
teed Aberdeen-Angus and Brahman bull 
enthusiasts. 

“These hummpback Brahmans: were first 
browght here by an Englishman who came to 
study sugar planting,” sald J. M. McLemore, 
who operates a big Brahman breeding ranch 
near Alexandria and whose Ll-year-ald son 
handles the ranch pay roll, 

“Thev're ideal fever-resisting cattle, Thetr 
sweat glands give off an oily secretion repel- 
lent to ticks.” 

We drove our motorcar slowly into a beri 
of dehared.

ALESTINE. fs the nome left bv the 
Philistines to the lind of Canaan, 
Along its southern coastal plain and 
the shore of the Mediterranean, they estab- 
lished colonies pnd cities, 

In Ashkelon, or Ascalon,t and Ashdod 
(isdud) and Ekron (‘Aqiri, in Gaza and 
Gath, this sea people from Greek islands 
struck deep roots and flourished. 

With their chariots of iron, as frightening 
then as the first tanks were in modern war- 
iare, “andl with their other advance: metal 
equipment, the Philistines brought fear upon 
the land. 

Eastward and northward as far os Beth-

The Philistine giant, Goliath of Gath, clad 
In a-glistening suit of armor, became a symbol 
af the awe these invaders inspired. 

Palestine then became ogain what it had 
previously been, and what it has remained 
down to our very dav, a cockpit of unending 
conflict. 

The struggle between those who held the 
keys to ites gates and those whn sought to enter

He heaped gifts upon Ascalon, as wos also 
his fashion elsewhere, adorning it with fairest 
fountains, baths, temples, and harbor werks 
constructed in Greek style. 

After experiencing various disasters and 
restorations, from Philistine times onward, 
Ascalon was lastingly themolished, aboot seven 
centuries age, by the great, Moslem warrior, 
Sultan Bay bars. 

Since then, sand dunes indifferent to on- 
tiquity have drifted over columns, which stick 
out of the dunes like cannon from a foundered 
ship. Great blocks of masonry have rolled 
down the side of the ridge on which the town 
was built and come to rest at the very edge 
of the sea or lie beneath the clear waters near

Tt was built, com- 
pleted, and destroved during the 14th century 
after Christ, About eight miles south of Haifa 
it stands on a promontory projecting into the 
éea, with wonderful beuches on three-sides, 

Among the rains, composed of remnants of 
massive walls, huge subterrancan vaults, and 
great ruined towers, a few Arab squatters live 
in squalid huts. 

Near by is a prison camp and an immi- 
erants’ reception center. A small Jewish vil- 
lage, too, is located in this area, 

Less: than 15 miles south of ‘Athlic lie the 
ring of the great Roman and Crusader city 
of Caesarea, built originally by Herod the 
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Great in 25 8, c, as the most important port 
of Palestine. | 

Another Caesarea-was built by Herod Philip, 
a son of Herod the Great, at the Banivas 
source of the Jordan River, This citv was 
called Caesarea Philippi (Baniyas) to distin- 
guish it from the other, which became known 
a3 Caesarea Muarititna, 

Like the Crusaders after them, and the 
Eevptiang and others before them, the Jews 
under Herod the Great and his dons fashioned 
cities as Nature fashioned mountains, They 
were tilt ta last forever, and have indeed 
survived for millenniums. 

The best example of what such cities looked 
like ts furnished by the remains af the Roman 
city of Gerasa (Jerush) in ‘Trans-Jordan, with 
its theaters, temples, forum, stadium, and 
triumphal gateway, 

In this cast was Caesarea Maritime created. 
Of great beauty, size, and importance in its 
beginnings, it was a city also of massive 
dimensions and crucial strategic walue ot its 
end in the Crusader period. Tt was destroyed 
by the Moslems a. p. 1291. 

Every town that Herod the Great touched 
he transformed into the shining semblance of 
the Hellenistic-Roman cities be knew and 
loved! owtside the domain of his: own dour 
country, 

Giver the great hill site of Scrniria (Sebos- 
ive), where Omori had built the capital of 
Israel, Herod the Great, with the magic wand 
of his energy, wealth, and pewer, called into 
being a magnificent metropolis, 

Herod called the city Sebaste, That was 
the Greek equivalent of Augustus, the em- 
peror under whose authority he reigned at 
the time. He hod named Carsaren in honor 
of that same Caesar Augustus, 

Holy City Beyond Compare 

Herod's passion for building resulted tn his 
changing the very aspect of Jerusalem, Under 
his hands it beeaitie a majestic Greco-Roman 
ddermment to his dominion, 

His crownitig achievement there was the 
construction of the third Temple, Architec- 
turally, it could ensily have served a a sanc- 
tuary for pagan gods. The golden eagie he 
had set above its preat gate seryed to accen- 
tuute that similnrity, 

This temple was not, however, actually com- 
pleted until a. o, 63-64, Tt was destroyed by 
the Romans six years Inter, wher they suc- 
ceeded in putting down the fierce Jewish re- 
bellion that famed up against them. 

The temple was never rebuilt, but the niis- 
sive stunes ad the walls of the temple area can 
still be seen, They appear in. the foundations 
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of the Léth-century wall, which at present 
surrounds the Old City of Jerusalem, 

Ul J] forget thee, O Jerweulem. Jet my rijght 
hand forcet her dull, Let my tone cleave to 
the rool of myo mouth, if T remember thee mot, 
oT prefer not Jervalem.above my chicl joy 
(Psalm 137: 5, 6), 

City of infinite beauty, built in antiquity 
ond ageless, Jerusalem is without compare. 
lt combines the gleam and glare of the new 
with the patina and poise of the past, and is 
full of contrast and color. 

Exposed to the perplexities and perils of a 
turbulent anil tragic present, it hos endured 
and become strong with the experiences. of 
immortal millennium. 


Still the chief seat of government in Pales- 


tine as jt already was in the davs of David 
of old, Jerusalem remains the pivotal place 
of the Near East and the capital of the con- 
science af much of mankind, 

The grim barriers of barbed wire which 
block. its paths today, the bullets and bombs 
evoked by passion and despair, can still nut 
destroy the hopes for peace in Zion, whence 
the word of God went forth, 

Stand an the summit of Mount Scopus and 
sec the extraordinary city below, as fair a 
sight as can be seen on the face of the earth, 

Gr turn eastward from your point of van- 
tage and let your gaze sweep over the many- 
hued wastes of the Wildemess of Judah, pause 
ower the deep blue of the lowest sea, known 
as the Salt, of Dead, Sea, ancl come to rest 
on the purplish mountains of Moab, where 
Moses once stond and looked westward, never 
ta cross over to the land of his longing, 

Amusing Mosaic of Old and New 

Now descend and wander thriugh the Sur 
of the Old City, with its bedlam of sounds 
and full-bodied smells, where donkeys and 
sometimes camels contest with you for footing 
In the twisting and aromatic allevs: 

In the modern sections of the city, too, you 
may be bewildered by a babel of languages, 
with Hebrew, Arabic, ond English prevailing: 

Bookstores, largely Jewish, display a range 
ef books which pays high trilute to the cul- 
tural interests of the population. _ 

Next to a modern hotel stands a windmill, 
long unused, Old olive groves still grace quiet 
corners, 

Synagoeues, churches, and mosques of 
charm, and In part of haunting beauty, abound 
in this sanctuary of Judaism and Christianity, 
which is also one of the sacred cities of Islam. 

The Wailing Wall and the Garden of Geth- 
semane, the Mosque of Omar and the mag- 
tificent Government (Rockefeller) Arches- 


logical Museum, the gates. of the Old City 
and the house-studded hills of the New, the 
vistas of the Jordan Valley and the highlands 
af Trans-Jordan bevond—these and more are 
part of the amazing mosaic which makes up 
the picture of Jerosalem. 

It i¢ a city of clarity, yet of sharp contta- 
dictions, There is w tang In its atmosphere, 
evoked out af its background and its promise, 
that makes life in Jerusalem, as indeed in all 
of Palestine, a deeply disturbing, frequently 
dangerous, and yet wholly entrancing spiritual 
and physical adventure, 

Must of the water for Jerusalem is pumped 
up to its 2,500-foot-high mountain position 
from the coastal plain, The hearlwaters of the 
an River, which flows past the north end 
of ‘Tel Aviv into the Mediterranean Sea, are 
employed in part for this purpose. 

Close by the springs which create the river. 
gome ten miles northeast of Jaffa, is a hillock 
topped now by the ruins of a castle, with the 
green of a government treo nursery In the 
fields below setting off its time-softened erty. 
This is the site of Antipatris, built by Herel 
the Great in the name of his father, Antipater. 

Later Crusaders and much earlier Canaan- 
ites exploited the city's strategic importance. 
Excavations have exposed pottery turned on 
a wheel and then baked in o kiln to enduring 
perfection almest 5,000 years ago. 

Just below the modern Hebrew University 
and the magnificent Hadassah-Rothechild 
Hospital on Mount Scopus, both of which are 
open to people of all faiths, bask Arab villages, 

Superticially, they seem unchanged by the 
political, cultural, and economic revolutions 
taking place in Palestine. Actually, they and 
their like are being influenced for good and Ill 
by the impacts of Western civilization, 

Starting out from Mount Scopus, we walked 
through the the hills of Judah for a few miles 
to the Arob village of ‘Anata, which is probably 
the site of Biblical Anathoth, the birthplace 
of the prophet Jeremiah, 

‘Anata can be reached by a rickety bus 
today. It has.a Diesel engine for its mill now. 
The days of grinding gram or pressing olives 
by hand are largely gone. 

Monasteries Cling to Cunyon Sides 

Tt is no longer true, If indeed it ever was, 
that ‘East is East and West t West, and never 
the twin shall meet.” In the oil of the East 
and the processes and products of the West, 
let alone the interchange of not easily meas- 
utable influences, there is union mow.

“WD SHE household! gids of London are a tea- 

§ opotand cory, a fireside, a fat and sleepy 

BR purrer of a cot, and perhaps a book or 
two on how, some diay, it is all to be redesigned 
aril relswilt. 

London looks before and after and pines for 
what is not—buckward te Dick Whittington, 
thead to the Abercrombie plan.* Its viewpoint 
will always be framed, I think, in such human 
terms and measurements as cats and dogs, 
children and old people, fireplaces and tea- 
kettles, and a warm, dry place to lang wp the 
dish rubbers, Costnopotlitan London is essen- 
linily villagelike, the “homiest" metropolis I 
kenerw. 

Soores of American correspondents, such as 
mv husband and |, congregate in London to 
gamer news about shoes and ships and sealing 
wax and cabbages—or Brussels sprouts!—and 
hinges, . 

The wives of London, it grows upon me, 
have a story, too—one of hucon, milk, bread, 
eggs, and the queue. 

Modem Wives’ Tales 

These modern wives’ tales of keeping house 
in London sum up the day-to-day epic of seek- 
ing normal amenities ina very aboormal world, 

Having worked) in wartime Washington, 
D, C,, | was famitiur with rationing and short- 
ages, with streetcars jammed to the doors, 
little meat, no butter, and that dreadful Satur- 
day-night rush at the grocery store. 

Such annovances were os nothing. 

The longer we tive in London the more we 
want to pina medal on the British heroine of 
war and postwar, the housewife who has faced 
up to austerity for seven long-vears and whose 
ability to “make do" must be tested for many 
months vel to come. 

One big difference to us hetween keeping 
house in Washington and in London is the 
difference between a roomy new flat and one 
crowded, ancient mom, 

Normally, Londoners prefer howses to flats, 
and big American-style apartment blocks in 
London are landmark exceptions rather than 
the rule (page 792). A vast arca of Londen, 
as in all English cities: is-a twe-storied vista 
of front stoops and chimney pots, each stoop 
und row of pots stubbornly proclaiming the 
Englishman's wish to possess the sanctuary of 
his own entranceway and fireside. 

The majority of London's houses were ad-

mittedly below modern standards of con- 
venience even before the war. A half-dozen 
years of unavoidable wartime neglect and 
bomb damage have increased the rate and 
estent of obsolescence. 


Flat of “Prefab” Considercd a Prize 


Today a modern flat or even a temporary 
“prefab” is @ prize beyond compare. With 
domestic help and household fuel both scarce, 
big houses are conspicuously inconvenient, so 
much so tit living in the mews, or one-time 
stables, behind then is more attractive than 
trving to maintain the big hotse (page 7H9), 

Many old homes in the West End are being 
tumed into maisonettes or bed-sitting noon, 
Or else they stand beaten and empty, a 
strange note in-a citw with an acute housing 
shortage, : 

Today's home-seeking Londoner purchases 
coziness or convenience at the price of jnde- 
pendent space or elegant scale, both of which 
require servants or on inordinate amount of 
personal housework. 

We have crammed our collection of Ameri- 
Cana into one large room “two pair (fights) 
up in a hease-not far from Hyde Park and 
Belgrave Square; it belonged! in its 19th-cen- 
tury “day to one of the lesser gentry. IT do 
dur cooking on a one-burner electric grill. A 
cupboard holds our washetand. 

In terms of convenience, we “keep house” 
in much the sime wistful make-do fashion as 
thousands of other Londoners, waiting the day. 

A blank hole in the row where once stood a 
house next to ours, a blighted vacant lot on 
the comer, and flapping canvas at the glasslees 
windows of a scarred and peeling building 
across the street remind us each morning that 
8 delaved-action bomb explode in the neigh- 
borhood curing. the blitz. | 

It will take yet some doing to make such 
stains on London come completely clean, We 
ire content to-enjoy our ane room. London, 
when it looks hack, is thankful for victory’, 


His Majesty's Loyal Housewives 


We arrived in London the first week of 
June, 1946, just in time to help several million 
pertectly polite pesple watch the Victory cele-

Though resisting as bravely as possible, I 
fined] that the afternoon-tea habit i4 almost 
irresistible, By 4 o'tlock we can feel the 
morale of London dropping like a stone, Work 
slackens os millions prepare for tea. 

Each office and every bed-sitting roam has 
its. own gas ring or grill and teapot, or else a 
well-trained runner to fetch a steaming jug 
from the teashop next door, Road-construc- 
tion gangs bring owt their braziers to do their 
own brewing, or detail a mat to carry a gal- 
vanized iron bucket to the corner shop for tea, 
Not long ago T pissed a workman heating his 
tenkettle with a blow torch. 

Taxi drivers line their cabs up at a portable 
union house, placed on some culet side street, 
while they enjoy a “spot” of tea and a snack. 
Teashops and cafes and, in summer, the tea- 
houses in the parks and squares, are filled to 
overflowing (page 785). 

The minutes pass. Tons of tea and bread, 
butter, jam, cake, and sweets disappear down 
London's collective throat. Morale rises 
again; and London is ready to finish its day. 


Redding Up 

Like the food shopping, which fs complicated 
by the lack of ever-normal refrigerators, keep- 
ing oneself ancl possessions reasonably clean 
andl tidy in Londen seems to take more. time 
and energy than should be necessary. 

Landon was built in a day when the house- 
wite and “char” were expected to spend their 
time scrubbing, washing, or ironing, and on 
top of that the many chimney pots make it a 
sooty city, 

Doing the laundry isa major problem in-a 
city of snap and labor shortages, coal soot, ane 
cndless damp, Having lived in Washington, 
[am used to the impact the war had on the 
worlds wash, But it struck home with greater 
force when I found that one visiting dele- 
gation from Greece found it more expedi- 
tious to ship its soiled linen back to Athens 
by airplane than to wait for London's over- 
worked laundries to get around to their par- 
ticular bundles. 

At one tine London housewives waited six 
weeks for their wash to return, The elapsed 
time is shorter now, but keeping a clean supply 
of clothes on hand ts a problem of “phasing” 
as ingeniout as any the wartime planners 
faced. For some odd reason, last winter's 
coal crisis speeded up our laundry. 

The ever-present problem of doing the wash, 
or of even keeping « dish rubbing cloth dry 
enough to wipe the china in London's damp 
air, makes me appreciate one household im- 


provement which Hritain is way ahead of 
America in developing, Many London 
kitchens are equipped with a drying cupboard 
or a heated towel rack as a substitute for the 
missing sun's warmth, 

I miss. perhaps more than anything else, 
a clear, hot, sunny American day which would 
Jet me air and dry all the moisture-absorbing 
wool, 

Sinte vacuum cleaners seem a bit on the 
fancy side for one room, I exorcise the crumbs 
from my carpets like thousands of other Lon- 
doners—down on my hands and knees with 
a stiff brush, Maybe it is the time spent 
on her hands and knees which has given the 
servant-hunting London housewife a passion- 
ate interest in the rebuilding of London with 
houses so designed that they can be lived in 
and kept clean with a minimum of fuss and 
trouble, 


Reading, writing, dreaming, and talking 


about such homes is.a major postwar occupa- 
tion In London today. Yet realists among 


the new-architecture school know that they. 


must retain at least the symbols of an open 
hearth, a drying cupboard, and room for cat 
and cog. 


Like an Increasing number. of reluctant Lon. 


doners, we have boarded up the open fireplace 
In our room and plugged in a small electric 
“fire” in its stead. We have grown quite used 
to inside temperatures approximately ecpaal to 
those outside, 

These Londoners who hold on to their open 
coal fires perhaps raise the temperature of the 
sooty fog throughout the city a full degree 
or two; but the glowing coals tend to cheer 
rather than warm the inside temperatures. 

Adding to the coal-soot dusting and sweep- 
ing problem is the rock powder rising every 
windy day from the bomb rubble and wartime 
disrepair which is one of Hitler's legacies. 

“There'll Always Be a London” 

There'll alwavs be a London, and, no tboubt, 
alwavs Londoners. Sane of the housewives 
I have talked to ever had any doubts that 
Britain would win, Of course many of them 
expected Hitler to invade their island, and a 
few of the younger women had even gone to 
spend the late summer of 1940 at places near

Erosion, Trojan

ITEPPING off an airliner at the Athens 
S airport in May, 1946, I overheord « 
visitor say, “T have been here for a 
year and | have yet to see a starving Greek,” 
mn the way to my hotel 1 passed through 
Megali Agora, the matket place of Athens. 
There for several blocks quarters of beef, 
whole cireasses. of lamb and veal, tethered 
live chickens, squealing pigs, and a dogen «ar 
more kinds of fruit and fresh vegetables almost 
obscured the store fronts (pages 798, S00), 

During my stay in Athens, I aaw many 
smart restaurants crowded with patrons who 
semen to be enjoying the ample supplies af 
steaks, toasts, lobsters, attractive salads, the 
ever-present “chips” cooked in olive oil, and 
rich pastries served with the traditional cup 
of “Turkish” coffe. 

Later, on a. visit to Dhinkopton, a tiny 
Villige several hours out of Athens, | joiner 
a squad of British soldiers at # tavern for 
lunch, We were served liberal portions of 
fresh eggs, fish from the near-hy sea, tomatoes, 
cucumbers; and fresh fruit along with our 
bottle of reftscaa (resinated wine). 

The soldiers, remembering the rarity of 
iresh eggs and the meager rations allowed 
their families in England, were skeptical of 
the stories obout “starving Greece.’ 

By this time |, too, was beginning to wonder 
if the reports of ‘sturvation and want had ner, 
perhaps, been overdrawn. 


Children Stunted by Malnutrition 

T ditin’t. haye long to wonder, In nearly 
every ane of the mountain villages I visited 
I saw children with pot-bellied little bodies, 
emaciated arms and legs, deep-sunk eves, and 
ugly sores around their hair—mote evidence 
of thele condition. 

Most of these children looked to be six, or 
eight years old, A few questions, however, 
usually disclosed that the youngest was mine 
and the oldest about twelve. 

! conchided that the soldiers must have 
stayed tather close to the main reads. Cnon- 
ditions were vastly different in the mire re 
mote areas, and these, after all, make up monet 
at Greece, 

Later, | talked to Dr, Irvin M, Lourie, the 
young, well-trained U.S. Public Health Serv- 
ice officer sent to Greece to help modernize ite 
medical program, 

a Tt all deseitie’on what you moan by starva- 
tion,” he explained. “At the present time, 
there is ni actual starvation from lack of food, 
On the other hand, malnutrition is widely 
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rrewalet, particularly in the mountain vil- 

es und eshecially among the children. 

“Malnutrition has strange effects,’ he went 
on, “Tt sane the energy and robs the appetite, 
so the children may not even feel Eoaeer 
Where malnutrition is tommon, our studies 
have shown that children of ten are shorter 
by an inch, and those of fourteen may be us 
much as three j inches shorter than they would 
have been if they had been given enough of 
the right kinds of food.” 

No wonder the children T had seen were 
listless ond older than they looked! 

At the time of my visit the present ambi- 
tious program of American aid to Greece had 
net yet been adopted, although the country 
Was Teceiving some help from the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion, to which the United States was by far 
the heaviest contributor, 


Prices: High, Salaries Low 


The lack of effective controls designed to 
bring about a more uniform distribution af 
home-grown foods contributed to widespread 
hardship, 

Except for bread, there was no rationing in 
Greece. “Whatever. avricultural produce was 
raise] was sold to the highest bidder. Food 
supplies were hourdee! by speculators until the 
pce went Up, of Were even exported. 

Meanwhile, the millions of Greeks without 
money to pay the high prices went without, 
These were some of the reasoné why rich 
pastries were plentiful in the smart shops of 
Athens ( Athénai), 

Furthermore, luck of effective control over 
prices encouraged inflation. This fact agera- 
vated the poverty that is normal to the average 
Greck howsehold. While | was there, from 
Miay to October, 1946, bread and potatoes sold 
for 15 cents a reund, cheese for Of cents, 
meat for 60 cents, sugar for $1.30. and eggs 
were 72 cents a dozen, 

Except for suger, these prices may not sound 
greatly inflated to the traveler from the United 
States. To appreciate their effect on Greek 
living standards, however, they must be com- 
pared with the earnings of the head of the 
average family. 

Fro $35 to 340 a month is the usual salary 
of the better-paid professional man. <A few

My guide to the missiims was Josephina 
Niggll, Mexico-born, San Antonio-reared u- 
thor of Afexicon Village, 

We started our tour at San Jose Richest, 
most influential, nnd best fortified, it was the 
“Queen of the Missions.” It was founded in 
1720, two years after San Antonio was born, 

Sun Josés walls contain its soldiers’ and In- 
dians’ tells. In the church hang three facing 
paintings, reputed gifts from the King of 
Spain. lis exterior is celebrited for its so- 
called Rose Window, a masterpiece of sculp- 
ture copied by hundreds of artists. Peelrn 
Hutwar, whose ancesturs helped create the 
Alhambra at Granada, did the carving. 

For five years he gave his skill to this small 
space. Legends surround his name: their es 
sence is that, disappointed in romance, he 
lavished all his lave on the exquisite window, 

So successiul was San José that in 1731 it 
attracted! three neighbors—Spanish missions 
Rering exst Texas in fear of French encroach- 
ment. Two survive a8 living missive, 

One is Espact, Here Miss Niguli and | 
fennel 45 fuimilles dwelling in the simplicity of 
their ancestors 200 years ago, Their children 
attenel school in « barrack of the ole fort. 
Bullet stars on a tower ure pointed out as signs 
of a forgotten Indian raid: Tn the mission 
chapel the church «tll conducts masses. Primi- 
tive statues are hond-arved from wood! glass 
eves and flexible joints lend realism (Plate V). 

San Juan Capistrans, left almost as it was 
when the padres ahandoned it, offers an au- 
thentic picture of the mission plan in 1731. 

Cells in walls remain as [nclians and soldiers 
left them, save for time's distepair. Tn one 
cell we saw vegetables growing otit of a dirt 
floor, Our intrirsion disturbed wasps nesting 
on walls, Mourning doves seemed te cry over 
the desolation. San Juan, foo, is surrounded 
by descendants of its original settlers, 

Mission Conorpcton, closest to midtewn, ts 
best preserved of the four; yet we found its 
frescoes, executed by the monks with Indians’ 
pulverized stene dyes, facing (Mate FV). 


The Slum That Becume a Museum 


From Espada, outermost mission, a series 
of dry irrigation ditches has been traced to an 
old dam site on the river near a venernble sec- 
tion of mintown San Antonio. This commn- 
nity is still known by its Spanish name—La 
Villita. (Little Town). Tt is a good example 
of how a city cath transform an evesore inte 
an asset (Plate VIIL). 

Spain founded Lith Town arnund 1722 to 
house her soldiers and Indian wards, Tn turn, 
Germans, Poles, and Frenchmen occupied it. 


Finally the fine adobe tuildings became shims. 

Little Town was a bootlee joint, An old 
well revenled a deep shelf for hiding bottles. 
Other wells vielded arrowheads, ox jawbones, 
and six-inch Spanish kews, 1 saw these trin- 
kets in La Villita’s muse, A gamecock’s 
lez bore sa rusted spur. “He died with his 
spurs on,” said a placard, 

Today the old houses hive been restoted as 
they were two centuries ago (page 826), 
Qne is eecupieed by the manayer, Hamilton 
Miuruder, and his wife. Said she: 

“We never lived in so comfortable a house 
Vou have no idea how a thick adohe wall can 
moderite the weather, ‘This house m 15 de- 
Erees cooler in summer and 20 degrees warmer 
in winter,” 

A few steps away, the municipal outdoor 
theater 2pans the river, On one bunk is the 
stage: on the other rise grassy liers, sealing 
nearly a thousand (page 829).

Here Robert FE, Lee, commander of the

At Fort Sam Houston the Army Air Co 
hatched out in 1910; Li, Benjamin 1}. 
Foulois, assembling a gasoline engine une 
some bambeo poles, catapulted the crate off 
the ground. To teach the Army ta fly, Con- 
gress allowed a wrecked biplane and $150. 

By the time World War 1 rolled around, the 
Atmy was. convinced that San Antonio: hyd 
good fiving weather. Kelly Field, that war's 
famous fying school, was opened in April, 
LO17, Within eight months it swarmed with 
$2,000 men. Kelly had the first schools for 
air observers, air mivicators, and bombardiers. 

Carl Spaats, Tra Raker, Jinmy Doolittle, 
aml other future air generals got their training 
there; In 1944, Kelly and Duncan Fields 
merged tu become the San Antonio Air Depot, 
the Army's largest aircraft-repair base, Dam- 
aged planes limped in from all corners of the 
world, 

Randolph Field, opened in 1930, hecatne the 
“Wet Point of the Air.” bot turing the war 
it was tutoed into a B-29 base. Fifteen miles 
out of town, Randolph is a little city in itself. 
From the air it presents a striking view, its 
streets radiating from a hut and intersecting 
clroular concentric drives.

Paper streamers announce gran 
borctas (big sales) (yc Pinas aud 
racios hlare Mexican music, Bars of hot chill 
peppers clog doorways Swicwalks disappear 
bineath heaps of merchandise. Bales of 
shucks-are sold for tamale and cigarette wrap 
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recently for as Tittle as a dime, Chile con 
come, tamales, encoder, tacos, and tor- 
tillas are favorites, as indeed they wre all over 
town (Plate XV), 

Following a recipe centuries old, Mexican 
women roll pancake-shaped white-corn cakes 
by hand, 7 saw tortillas cooked on machines 
imported from Mexico City. Like a laundry’s 
white starched collars, they emerged curling 
from a series of steaming hot rollers. 

Mexican dishes are not the only surprises 
on San Antonio menus. On Sundays grilled 
Tattlesnake meat is served to visitors at the 
Reptile Garden in Brackenridge Park. Epi- 
cures enthuse over broad-breasted turkey. Do 
you relish cefrite or cheven? (Page 842.) 
Try a praline; every candy store is stocked 
with these pecan-ancd-supar candies, 

Kelore the war San Antonio's cherished 
T-bone steak, fried to the consistency of shoe 
lenther, was 1 45-cent restaurant item. Juicy 
nit-hartiecued beef, rich with smoky favor, 
sold last spring for 60 cents a heaping plate. 

“Do vou think that’s too much?” a waitress 
asked me. 

Pecans Shade the City and Give It Work 

Looking inte the origin of (hese dishes, I 
learned some surprising details about San An- 
lotic and its countryside, 

Pecan trees cover a large part of the city. 
As I surveyed them from a lofty building, 
they obscured dwellings. They provide shade, 
beauty, and a bountiful nut crop each fall, 
Qn a hot summer day no sound is sweeter 
than their rustling leaves heralding evening's 
hreese from the Gulf of Mexico, At dusk 
fireflies dunce through their branches, 

No doubt the pecan yield is Texas's oldest, 
Geological formations are garnished with fossil 
nuts. Early explorers were amazed by the 
big growths. 

Pecans grow anywhere on the Texas plains 
except where hard strata turn back taproots, 
Larger groves follow river bottoms, where 
floods spread the seeds; Many a bottom-land 
holder has paid his tues by selling the pecans 
that cost him so little-Iabor. 

Texas produces about one-fourth to one-half 
of the Nation's cnep, and San Antonio boasts 
that it shells ond murkets a large percentage 
of the Southwest’s crap. 

The industry was Inunched in 1882 by a 
candy manufacturer who shipped fifty barrels 
to the East am speculation, Friendly Indians 
gathered the nuts. 

For years shelling was done by hand. Ma- 
chines revolutionized the industry aod im- 
proved the pay scale. 

Visiting the Southern Pecan Shelling Com- 
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pany, | watched its mechanical sheller crack 
two shells in a twinkling without breaking the 
meats, 

Two thousand of these machines, housed in 
a loft, require the attention of twenty mon 
Each month they open a million pounds eal 
mut meat, Automatic machinery discards 
mast of the shell. Wonien, working over a 
moving belt, pick out the remainder, 

The factory owner told me that nothing 
was wasted, Candymakers use the fine meat 
crumbs, Ground into a powder, the inner 
Shell was used in wartime to stretch out the 
cinnamon supply. 

Thowgh eastern buyers pay eee prices 
for paper-shell pecans, at 4 wild nut ix the 
basis af the industry. Some improved varie. 
Hes have been bodded on to hardy, native root 
stock. An old tree may bear five or six kinds. 

Man Tailors Turkey for White Meat 

My next “discovery” was the broad-breasted 
turkey. This man-tallored bird, developed in 
England around 1900, yields 40 percent more 
breast meat than the native turkey. He fs 
bred for the table, not the open range, His 
short legs are ineflective for ronming and his 
meaty wings can scarcely rise. 

Housewives complained that the bird was 
too big for refrigerators. To accommejate 
them, wholesalers split the turkey into halves 
and even quarters, 

The San Antonio-Austin-Cuero triangle, one 
of the Nation's largest turkey producers, con- 
centrates on the new turkey, About half its 
flocks carry some broad-breasted blood. 

To see purebloods, | visited Luling Foun- 
dation, a demonstration farm some 35. miles 
irom San Antonio, Walter Cardwell, the man- 
ager, said: 

“Breeding, crossing, and selection started 
with the old bronze turkey. We got our stock 
from the State of Washington. We beleve we 
have improved the breed. 

“You might compare the turkey's history to 
that of beef cattle. Both the longhorn and the 
wild native turkey were adapted to life on the 
range. They knew how to hunt cover.and pro- 
tect themselves against marauding animals. 
However, they were not the best breeds for 
eating. Today the longhorn exists only in 

Before ‘long the common turkey may 
join ‘him there.” 


Ah! Turkey Smoked Like a Hum 


Consumers clamor for smoked turkey, on 
which they may nibble for weeks,

Now 11 weeks old, they had been put on a 
trazing lot, Too lazy to walk, they had left 
the far end wntouched, though it was preen 
with tender onts. To tempt them afield, an 
attendant moved their mash troweh perindi- 
cally. 

Gentle dueling between pralts showed that 
most of the fierce old gobhler’s fighting spirit 
had been bred out.

This 29% 5-by-24-inch supplement to this 
issue Of the NAtiosAL Grogkarmic Maca- 
tie is the fifth in The Society's series of 
large [0-color sectional maps of the United 
Stites. When the map of the North Central 
Slates is sued as a supplement next year, 
The Society's 1,600,000 members will have 
aoquired, in six sections, a master reference 
map of the Nation equivalent in size to a 
single sheet of 28 squire feet.+ 

All maps in the United States series ore 
drawn to the same seale—1-:2,500,000, or 
20.46 miles to the inch—with one excep 
tion. The Northeastern United States map, 
because of the area's dense population and 
consequent Incrense in number of place names, 
was scaled at 1£:13,750,000, of 27.6 miles to 
the inch, 

Like its predecessors, the South Central 
United States map shows a wealth of accurate, 
up-to-date detail, inchirting roads, railways, 
and waterways, I[t« scale, design, clarity, and 
cartographic completeness make it useful both 
a5 a general geocraphic reference source and 
ior planning trips through this vast and di- 
versified region, The map i¢ drawn oan the 
Albers Conical Equal-Ares pirajection, and dis-

Names Eloquent of Early Settlers 


The 5,685 place names on the map reflect 
the latest official populiticn figures—and 
many also attest to the character and buwnar 
af these whe first settled here. 

Early settlers of these four States were evi- 
dently proud of their womenfolk. For ex- 
ample, Arkansds place names include a Jennie, 
an Elaine, and a Daisy.

Twe-thirds of the nation’s petroleum—orty 
percent of the world’s output—comes from 
piles beneath the surface of the South Central 
States, All four States-also are heavy pro- 
ducers of natural ails, accounting for two- 
thirds of the nation's output, 

Louisiana was admitted to the Union on 
April 30, 1812. Seven vears later its present 
boundaries had been definitely established. 
By that time its principal city, New Orleans, 
was a century old: the original 4,000 Acudians 
who came to southern Louisiana from Nova 
Scotia between 1760 and 1790 hac increased 
in numbers and were known as “Cajuns”: 
Gen. Andrew Jackson had become the hero 
of the Battle of New Orleans: and the pirate 
Lafitte and his band had settled down to 
fishing and trapping in the awamplands below 
New Orleans.* 


New Orleans Booms as Port 


The first steamboat to navigate the Missis- 
sippi reached New Orleans in 1812, and the 
city soon began to boom as a shipping point 
for the Mississippi Valley. By 1840 New 
Orleans was the fourth largest city in the 
United States, and its second port. 

Flanters emigrated to Louisiana's outlying 
parishes and laid the foundation for the State's 
vast cotton and sugar production of the future, 
Successors to. early fur trappers built wp that 
business: until today Louisiana is the nation's 
Lop fur-sprocucing State, — 

Oklahoma, once part of the Territory of 
Missouri, and later part of the Territory of 
Arkansas, became a Territory in its own right 
in 1890, Adjacent to it on the west lay 
Indian Verntory, These “Twin Territories” 
became the State of Oklahoma in 1907, 

Today off production overshadows other 
industries in the State, although. agriculture 
is extremely important, Within Oklahoma's 
borders lie granite, marble, limestone, sancl- 
stone, brick clay, asphalt, glass sad, tripod, 
yulcanic ash, and gravel, 

In Okishoma’s Wildlife Refuge in the Wich- 
ita Miountams, travelers may see one of the 
last buffalo herds on its native ground. Here 
aleo is a small herd of historic Texas lone 
horns, the tough old cattle which contributed 
eo much to the opening of Texas and the 
great plains. 

The Ozarks of Missouri, and Arkansas, too, 
are living museums of folk lore and present- 
day recreation areas, 

Arkansas, also once part of Missouri Terri- 
tory, became a separate Territory in 1819 and

by 1836 hod achieved statehood. Thuoring the 
panic af 1837, thousands of farmers crossed 
the Mississippi and poured into the State, 


almost doubling its population to 97,574 by 


1840. 

As early as 1800 cotton was introduced into 
Arkansas. Today the State maintains its place 
as one Of the leading eotton producers rs and 
usually munks second or third in the muation. 
Production of cottonseed oil also has risen to 
huge proportions, 

The only independent nation to become a 
part of the United States is Texas, which | in 
[836 freed itself from Mexican cule and in 
1846 wns admitted to the Union. On the 
record of those eventful, historic years appear 
the names of the brave defenders af the 
Alamo and the heroes of the Battle of San 
Jacinto.+ 

‘Texas is as big as all New England, New 
York, New Jersry, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
Ilinoks. Its town of Dalhart, in the northwest 
comer of the State, is closer to the capitals 
of New Mexico, Oklahoma, Kansas, Colorado, 
Nebrska, and Wyoming, than it is to Austin. 

The Lone Star State stretches 800 miles 
from the semitropical Rio Grande to its 
northern border. Ite greatest width is about 
750 miles, The Rio Grande forme the 
ee boundary with Mexico for about 500 
miles. 

Texas enjovs widely diversified interests: 
Cattle; wheat, corn, fruit and vegetables, ol, 
timber, manuiacturing, and shipping all con- 
tribute heavily to its wealth. Its famous King 
Ranch covers as much ground as the State of 
Rhode Island. Here, by crossing native short- 
herns with Brahman cattle from India, the 
ranch has developed the Santa Gertrudis 
Strain, America’s first distinet breed. 

Randolph Field, Texas, is the “West Point 
of the Air’ Like all flying fields on the 
new map, it is miurked with a small square 
aymilwal, 

The new map continues the route of the 
Intraconstal Waterway as shown on the Map 
of Southeastern United States, carrying it 
from New Orleans to the mouth of the Rio 
Grande at Brownsville. 

Ships traversing the Sahine-Neches Canal, 
a part of the Waterway, appear to be cruising 
the streets of Port Arthur, the nation's biggest 
oil-shipping center, Here big pumps can load 
a 150,000-barrel tanker in one day, 

A dredged ship canal, 50 miles long, con 
verts Houston, an inland city, into a seaport.
